The Mukden troons defending the Peiping Tientsin districts are 
cerrying out a general retreat on a large scale, according to information 
received by certain relaible quarters here to-day. 


The troops under General Shih Yu-san and some Shansi-ites have 
cavtured Paotien, formerly cnrital of Chihli (now Hovei) Prevince, The 
rebel troops and their Shansi allies, which had launched a general offen- 
sive against the Mukden forces, euddenly crumpled up the first defence 
line of the Mukdonites in the neighbourhood of the old military centre 
of Paotien this afternoon, croturing the city. The Mukden trocps retired 
to their second defence line north of Paotien, in a disorderly manner. 
The important Fentien vost at Tsengchow, along the Tientsin-Pukow line, 
wes suddenly attacked by plein cloth forces of General Cheng Heurng-chong 
who recently joined the rebels, and the Fentien troops under General 
Wang Shu-chang wore driven as fer beck as Nirngerhkou. 


NANKING SENDS SUPPORT 
Nanking, July 29 


Unon receipt of revorts that the rebel forces heve inflicted 
reverse on the Fengtien troops rlong the Peining-Henkow Reilvay line, 
Nenking is despatching powerful reinforcements consisting of the third 
Division to proceed to the right wing, the Second division under Generel 
Liu Cheng-hua to the left wing and two other divisions together with 
the vert of the 30th Brigade to reinforce the centre. The main forces 
are under the command of Generel Liu Chih, Generel Chinng Kei-shek's 
right hand man.
